They were 
Modeste Mussorgsky, César Cul and 
Mili Baleakirew, described as a “Feuer- 
kopf’ (fire-head.) They were soon 
joined by Viadimir Stassow, Alexander 
Borodin, and, finally, Nikolal Rimeky- 
Korseakow. These men constituted 
the moving spirits of the neo-Russian 
school. Their device was “Down with 
routine,” and thereupon began «a bit- 
ter war against prevailing art ideas. 
against classicism, against “Itallano- 
mania,” awainst the equally despised 
“Mendelasohnisem” and sven egainst 
Richard Wagner's ideas. 

The young revolutionary party had 
uphill work. The public was indiffer- 
ent. opposing factor, the 6o- 
callead “German party.” wielded a 
powerful Influence under its leader, 
An Rubinstein, who In the course 


— 
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of a few years became a rausic mon- 
arch in Russia. Of the new school the 
most striking personality was that of 
Muscsorgsky, though his command of 
technique in composition was some- 
what limited. Rimsky-Korssakow, who, 
at the age of 20, while sailing around 
the world as a midshipmagy on @ war- 
ship, composed the first Russian sym- 
phony, but soon developed a decided 
preference for the opera form, has 
been the most prolific of the opera 
composers. Since Mussorgsky’s death 
most of his works have been rewritten 
by Rimsky-Korssakow. The most repe 
resentative of the school was undoubt- 
edly Alexander Borodin, who called 
himself a “Sunday musician,” as muste 
was bis avocation rather than his vo- 
cation. He, however, could not dis- 
pute the first place among all Russian 
composers with Tschaikowsky, who, 
pursuing his own course, steering clear 
of the influence of the revolutionists, 
towe-ed above all hie fellow-country- 
men. Borodin had the courage to cul- 
tivate chamber music seriously, not- 
withstanding the hostile attitude of 
his ds. César Cul's art is essen-. 
tially adapted for the smalier forms, | 
consequently he has achieved no great’ 
success with his operas. 

Alexander Glazounow was christened 
the “Wunderkind” of the neo- 
school after the performance of h 
first symphony, composed at the age’ 
of 15. The most important pupil of | 
Rimsky-Korssakow, he is also the) 
most prolific of all Russian composers. | 
Although only in his forty-first year | 
he has alread published seyen sym- 
phonies and 4 an eighth played 
from manuscript.

: Game Laws Better Observed

Several local sportsmen drove 
through the San Fernando Valiey this 
Week and found the prospect excellent 
for game all aleng the foothills on 
the eastern and northern sides of the 
Valley, one of the tourists declaring he 
head seen more quail there than in 
years.

I always write personal letters to the girls in 
reply to their queries, byt I am sure there are enough 
members who have not Written to me and who are 
interested in forming chapters to justify me in writ- 
ing a talk for the special benefit of such girls. Per- 
haps it may do more than help them, and may suggest 
to others how admirable a thing it is to bring in new 
mémbers and form chapters of their own friends and 
associates. 


CONGENIALITY I8 ESSENTIAL 


Let me begin by answering the last question first. 
Why cannot I give a girl who wishes to form a chap- 
ter the names of those in her town or city who already 
belong to Hach and All and let her get her chapter 
from among them? 

Well, there are a variety of reasons against it, but 
the first and greatest is that when girls are taken at 
random in that way. with no tie between them but 
their common interest in Each and All, they do not 
-aglways prove congenial. Let me illustrate. 

Suppose a number of girls in one city--let us say 
Brooklyn or San Francisco—belong to Each and All. 
They have joined tt because they have read of it in 
the paper, and wish to be partakers in the many good 
things the members offer one another and to share 
with others some of their own goods. One gir! wishes 


to be helped tn music. Another cares nothing for 


music, but is eager to improve herself in designing 
and art work. A third likes neither of these, but has 
as her pet ambition that of being an expert ste- 
nographer. A fourth desires to fit herself to be a first- 
class or milliner, as she has to earn her 
own living. Another does not need to support herself, 
but is solicitous to improve herself in her writing. 
Others are housekeepers who wish to exchange recipes 
or photographs or visit invalids. 

Now, if there are enough girls interested in any 
one thing to form a chapter, well and good. But the 
girl who is eager to make herself into a skilled 
worker in fancy work will care little for the girl 
whose ambition and study are to write stories or to 
do newspaper work. The enthusiast for music will not 
be interested in exchanging recipes. As a result, the 
girls will stick together for @ little while, and then

TUNISIA AND ALGERIA ARE IN NEED OF 
. AMERICAN GOODS. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


UNIS.—Uncle Sam should send his commercial trayv- 
elers to Tunisia and Algeria. These two French 
colonies are rapidly increasing in population. Tu- 
nisia has doubled within the past ten years, and Algeria 
is growing both by immigration and by its increased 
number of births. If it were not for the divorces both 
countries would be more populous than they are now. 
The most of the people are Mohammedans, and their | 
marriage laws are such that a man can get rid of his 
superfluous wives far more easily than the American can 
Aivorce his only one in South Dakota or Oklahoma. 
There are now about 15,000 divorces in Algeria every 
year, and this is almost half the number of marriages. 
All that a Mohammedan has to do to secure a separation 
is to point his wife to the door and say: “I divorce you! 
I divorce you!! I divorce you!!!" and out she goes. It 
is not much better with the Tunisian Jews; the chief | 
difference being that the Mohammedan has the right to 
four wives, while the Jew can have but one. At pres- | 
ent plural marriage is declining in popularity among the 
Mohammedans. With the influx of Europeans living 
grows more and more expensive, and it costs too much 
to keep up a harem with more than one mistress. 
Notwithstanding all this, African France, as these two 
colonies are called, has more and more people from year 
to year. It is a big country. Algeria, outside the vast

One can 
now travel through Tunisia and Algeria for a distance '

CHARACTER STuDY oF “*LONELIEST” 
MAN IN POLITICAL LIFE.

HE main thing which impresses me when I look 
at the Earl of Rosebery is the sadness of the man. 
re I should say he is ane of the loneliest men in Lon- 
Yet, by all ordinary canons, he should be radiant with 
happiness—a peer having married into the Rothschild 
family, and therefore more than passing rich, a man 
who has been Prime Minister of England, has won the 
blue ribbon of the Turf, is one of the most effetive de- 
baters in the land, can make his audience roar with his 
wit, a welcome guest at all dinner tables, deeply read, a 
writer of books himself, a man, indeed, about whose per- 
sonality there is a glamour, and who never does nor says 
anything without the attention of the country being 
focused upon him. : 

Such a combination would induce most men to walk 
through the last years of their lives with smiling coun- 
tenance. If, however, you could probe the heart of Lord 
Rosebery you would find that he is a disappointed man. 


In dact, most great men are disappointed with their own 
lives. The public only see their successes. They them- 
selves secretly mourn over their failures. 

The face of Lord Rosebery is one of the saddest I 
have ever seen. The most sad countenance upon which 
[ have ever looked is that of the Sultan of Turkey. In 
the case of both men the sadness lay in the eyes. Lord 
Rosebery’s eyes are large, gray and melancholy. They 
seem to be covered with a film of despair. He looks like 
aman who has eaten the fruit of life and found it very 
bitter. 

I know the picture does not fit with Lord Rosebery’s 
reputation of being the wittiest of our politicians. He 
can reduce his opjonents to ridicule; his mind is clear, 
elastic with literary phrases and illusions, and his irony 
is none the less cutting because it is burnished with

is best for his country, generally lacks the quality of | 


being able to see from his opponents’ point of view. 
Lord Rosebery has never been in that condition. Hven 
when Prime Minister he was hardly a party man, and 
many of his most ardent supporters were not quite sure 
in their trust. There is no doubt that with his clear 


. vision, his power of regarding subjects on their own 


merits, and not considering the party advantage or dis- 
advantage sickened him with the methods of political 
warfare. It was not until he was called upon to keep 
to the narrow path of purely party rectitude that he dis- 
covered how irksome was the way. 

He was inclined to be free-minded before. But after 
‘his experience of the Premiership he burst the bonds of 
party and became an independent, or what the Ameri- 
cans in unfelicitous language describe as a “mugwump.” 

Therefore it is that Lord Rosebery, perfectly consci- 
entious, has not today the trust of any section of poli- 
ticians. 

He has become a party unto himself. He is just Lord 
Rosebery, with the acute and the wittye mind, the man 
who brings the great force of his mental capacities to 
bear upon all the subjects of the day without any con- 
sideration as to whether he is aiding one party or hin- 
dering it. 

Nowadays he sits on the cross benches In the House 
of Lords, the seats provided for those peers who will 
not give their adhesion to either of the political forces. 
He is a fairly constant attender in the chamber. But 
he rarely speaks. He has become something of a sphinx. 
He sits with his hands clasped behind his head, and 
with cold, implacable countenance watches with lack- 
luster eye the contending forces, but rarely joining in 
the fray himself. 

When he talks, his voice reverberating, his gestures 
that of the skilled actor, the wole place is hushed in 
attention. He never finishes with a peroration. He 
says what he has to say, suddenly stops dead, and then 
walks back to his seat. 

Because nobody can tell what line of argument he will 
pursue he is an enigma, and therefore he is interesting. 
His opinions are always his own, and delivered careless 


good humor. At times he rollicks in fun, and his list- 
eners hold their sides while shaking with hilarity at the 
fertility of his fancy. Surely, must think the public, 
this man spends a happy life when he can regard the 
world with thdughts so whimsical! 

There lies the tragedy. There are few intellectual 
men who have not a dual personality, one for daws to 
peck at, the other secret, carefully hidden from the eyes 
of men. It has been my fortune to know many distin- 
guished folk regarded by the public as humorists. Yet 
the humor has been but a thin veneer to hide the tre- 
mendous seriousness of their thoughts. It takes a seri- 
ous man to be witty, though any fool can be a buffoon. 

Lord Rosebery’s sparkling speech is really a cloak to 
cover the seared condition of his heart. He knows the 
public; he knows how it likes to be tickled into langh- 
ter; he understands that an argument can often best be 
demonstrated with a joke: he is funay simply to escape 
the deep gloom of his soul. 

He is a product of our higher culture, disliking the 
hurly-burly of our crude political methods of warfare. 
And yet he feels he must temporise with modern life. 

Though tbe story goes that in his early years he made 
the boast he would do three great things: Marry the 
richest woman in the world, win the Derby, and become 
Prime Minister of England, I doubt whether the realiza- 
tion, which he certainly achieved, brought him any real 
satisfaction. That his wife was the wealthiest daughter 
of the Rothschild’s had little to do with the reason of 
his marriage. The happiness of his married life was 
cut short by the death of Lady Rosebery. He took to 
the breeding of horses, not use race courses had any 
special attraction for him, but\because horse racing is 
an excitement; as a rich man he could afford to buy 
the best horse flesh, and the winning of races provided 
him with a distraction. He moved to the position of 
Prime Minister as a natural consequence of his close as- 
sociation with Mr. Gladstone. 

But from long study of the man, I think it has not 
been political triumph. successes on the turf, nor the 
possession of great wealth which has provided him with 
whatever little gleam of sunshine which has come into 
his life. It is in his library that he has secured what- 
ever happiness which has come his way. He is an om- 
niverous reader. 

All iterature is within his range. The books which 
attract him most are those dealing with the personality 
of great men. Read the two most recent of his own 
volumes, the study of Lord Randolph Churchill and 
“The Last Phase,” in which he deals with the closing 
years of Napoleon. You cannot help being conscious 
that all the time he is looking for some resemblance to 
his own life. Particularly in “The Last Phase” are you 
conscious that he never dismisses from his thoughts, 
when dwelling upon the melancholy ending of the great 
Napoleon, a comparison with his own life. 

He is a victim of insomnia. For long nights he can- 
not secure a wink of sleep. The mere reading of books 
becomes a weariness to him. He seeks forgetfulness in 
long walks. Many a time, when most of London is in 
bed, Lord Rosebery sets out from his house. in Berkeley 
Square and tramps the streets for hours. Occasionally 
a paragraph appears in the newspapers that he has left 
England. In five or six weeks you read another para- 
graph that he has returned to England. He has a villa 
in Italy, and there he goes alone, to spend his time in 


Paradoxical though it may seem, the very field in 
which Lord Rosebery has been most distinguished, that 
of politics, is where he has most failed. He became a 
politician more by accident than by inclination, and it 
was his great attainments in other directions, as well as 
his associtions with Mr. Gladstone, which raised him 
to the pinnacle of political fame, rather than any pecu- 
liar political sagacity. 

Indeed, Lord Rosebery does not possess what is called 


of the thoughts of others. 
It is his aloofness of mind which makes him a lonely

HEAT THE SOIL FROM BENEATH. 


GERMAN Has A PLAN TO INCBEASE CROPS OF 
EARLY SPRING VEGETABLES. 

[New York Sun:] Dr. Mehner, a German, is respon- 
sible for the latest agricultural idea. which is now the 
subject of experiment in Germany and France—that of 
artificially heating the soil for the purpose of pushing 
the growth of vegetables. [t is said to promise re- 
markable results, especially in the quickening of spring 
vegetables and their development in size and luxuri- 
ance. 

The method consists in burying at a depth of twenty 
to forty inches under the field to be treated conduits 

| of earthenware, through which steam pipes about an 
inch in diameter are laid. Steam at a temperature of 
about 300 degrees is forced through the pipes; it warms 
the air in the conduit and the heat slowly radiates 
_ through the clay conduit, warming the earth. 
| Leakage of heat is very slow. Experiment is said to 
| show that when the sufface of the ground ts about freez- 
| ing points the soll at a depth of twelve to twenty inches 
has a temperature of 42 degrees. P 
|. Assuming that the artificial heating were begun early 
| in March, when this condition existed. a very small ex- 
| penditure of heat would be needed to cause the desired 
stimulation, and the radiation into the air would be ex- 
ceedingly gradual. In warmer weather the surface 
heating from the sun would actually counteract the ra- 
diation of the artificial heat. 
O¢ course the plan does not contemplate heating the 
soll In the dead of winter when atmospheric cold would 
| kill any plants that might be artificially caused to ger- 
_minate. The idea is simply to aid nature when the 
spring sets in. 
Asparagus, lettuce, young onions. cucumbers, radishes 
and other spring plants are the ones on which It Is ex- 
' pected to use the system with most effect. Later in 
| combination with forcing frames it may be used on 
strawberries, and experiments may be tried on various 
fruit trees. The method is likely to be applied to flori- 
culture and the growth of plants for seed purposes also. 

[It Is calculated that the expense of installaMon for 
each space of 2500 square yards in Germany or France 
is about $259 plus the steam generating apparatus, which 
may be large or small according to the tract to be heated 
and which may be used for other purposes. The cost of 
the heating is figured at $15 a month. 

The annual increase in profit for the same patch of 
_ ground sown with early vegetables is figured at $500 on 
a three months’ heating of the soil.

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Ceri of Gubbio. — 
INTERESTING OLD CEREMONY IN 
LITTLE ITALIAN Town. 


From London Morning Post. 

HE little Umbrian town of Gubbio lies forgotten 
by Italians and tourists for well-nigh twelve 
months of the year. Now and again a rare visitor 
drives over from Perugia to see the medieval Palace of 

the Consuls, the crumbling residence of the Dukes of 

Urbino, still decorated with the emblems of the Garter, 
_ which our fourth Edward bestowed upon the boldest 
commander of his time, and the one small cup, which is 
all that Gubbio preserves of Master Giorgio’s long-lost 
workmanship. Once or twice in a generation some 
scholar arrives at Gubbio to try to decipher those 
strange Eugubian tablets, which are still the puzzle of 
philologists. But on one day of every year, May 15, the 
place is alive with crowds of newcomers from far and 
near anxious to witness the famous procession of the 
Ceri, which the tradition-loving Eugubini still: zealously 
hold on the vigil of their patron and former bishop, 8. 
Ubaldo. 


| What are these Ceri which attract the sightseers to 
| this remote corner of Central Italy's fairest province, 
and for which it is difficult to find an equivalent in our 
language? A Cero is a tall wooden pole or mast which 
passes through the middle of two lantern-shaped frames 
of wood and canvas, separated from each other and sur- 
mounted by the figure of a saint. The lower extremity 

of the mast fits into a wooden stretcher provided with 
| two long shafts, one at each end, so that it can be borne 

along the steep streets and up the mountainside above 

the town on the stalwart backs of the young and vigor- 

ous Eugubini. These Ceri are three in number, but are 

not quite similar in construction, and each is sur- 
mounted by the image of a separate saint—the first by 
_ that of 8. Ubaldo, the second by that of St. George, and 
the third by that of S. Antonio. The decorations of the 
lantern-shaped frames vary somewhat in the three: that 
of 5. Ubaldo bears upon it the names of the four quar- 
ters of the town, and the significant device of three ears 
of corn—a fact which might perhaps confirm the theory 
of those students of folklore who think that the proces- 
sion of the Ceri is a Christian adaptation of an old pa- 


_ emblem—the arms of the city: while that of 8S. Antonio 
has none. Moreover, while the frames of the Ceri, 
which belong to the two latter saints, are octagonal, that 
of S. Ubaldo’s Cero is square, each side having, how- 
ever, a semi-circular excrescence in the middle. When 
| the three Ceri are at rest in the middle of the day they 
each repose upon four supports, none of which are alike. 
These supports are all emblematic. Those of 8. Ubaldo’s 
Cero consist of a model of the Palace of the Consuls, a 
model of the tower in the cemetery. and two other 


models of towers now destroyed. These are chosen 
because 8S. Ubaldo is the patron of the masons, 
who carry his Cero in the procession. St. George's 


Cero rests on supports representing a heap of 
wine barrels, a collection of various shops, a drum, 
mace, and battle-ax, and a pile of spears, because that 
warrior saint is the patron of the shopkeepers, as ac- 
cording to Napoleon I, he was in England. Finally, 8 
' Antonio's Cero, which is borne by countrymen, reposes 
on a set of four stands representative of agricultural 
'life—a haystack with a knife still sticking in it, a tree, 
_a@ second tree bearing the common device caccia diser- 
_Vata (“game preserved’) and a little farmhquse labeled 
| predio Vocabolo Monte Ingino, the name of a rea! abode 
on the movwntain above Gubbio. I found, however, on 
inquiry that these stands were only constructed for the 
first time eight years ago, that they were not modeled 
on old prints or pictures, and that they therefore pos- 
sees no recondite archeological meaning like that of the 
Ceri. 


The proceedings began at 11 o’clock this morning with 
three banquets, at which the ceraioli, or bearers of the 
Ceri, are entertained. Two of these banquet, the first 
and second tables, as they are called, are under the 
special patronage of S. Ubaldo, whose statues adorn the 
respective banqueting halls. To the first of these tables 
the local magnates are invited as the guests of the “first 
captain,” the official who is in charge of the whole festi- 
val. The municipality, however, subscribes 500 lire for 
the expenses of each of the two first tables, at the second 
of which the “second captain” presides. The third ban- 


Antonio, is a less elaborate affair, 
smaller room in a different part of the town. 


The “captains” are elected by ballot of the society of 
masons a whole year in advance; but if one of them, as 
happened this time, feels himself too old or infirm to 
undertake such an exhausting office his son may take 
his place. No “captain” may be reélected, except after 
an interval of several years—a regulation which recalls 
that by which the “Captain’s Regiment” of San Marino 
cannot be reélected in the six months immediately fol- 
lowing their term of office. It was felt at Gubbio as in 
that small republic that so important an office—as that 
of “captain” doubtless once was—should go round, and 
not be confined to one or two families. Modern Ameri- 
can politics furnish somewhat similar examples. The 
ceraioli of the first Cero are drawn exclusively from the 
masons, those of the third from the peasants. They are 
usually clad in pink or scarlet shirts and white cotton 
trousers, with red caps and long blue or green tassels 
dangling behind, thus presenting a very picturesque ap- 
pearance among the gray medieval buildings of this 
ancient town. 


After the banquets were over the Ceri, which were 
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waiting outside, were piaced upright on their stretchers, 
guy ropes were fixed to the upper portion of each to keep 
them steady, and the red-shirted bearers began to carry 
them at a brisk trot through the streets; this first per- 
formance differs from the more important procession 
later in the day, inasmuch as the three Ceri are not car- 
ried together, but the bearers of each proceed to the 
houses of their friends, gyrate three times with their 
burden in front of the door, and receive copious drinks 
of wine from the inmates. After about an hour, when 
these visits have all been paid, the Ceri were deposited 
on their stands in the Via Savelli della Porta, one of the 
main streets, and the whole population reposed for sev- 
eral hours. 


At 5 o'clock in the afternoon the proceedings were re- 
sumed. A religious procession, headed by two crosses 
and the effigy of S. Ubaldo, and accompanied by a bishop 
who had come from Rome for the purpose, as the see 
of Gubbio is temporarily vacant, was seen slowly climb- 
ing the Via Dante which leads up to the Via Savelli 
della Porta, where the Ceri were waiting. There, at the 
angle of the two streets, the two processions met; the 
bishop gave his benediction to the Ceri, the bearers of 
the latter saluted the episcopal procession, which passed 
on to the Cathedral, while at a given signal, the ceralfoli 
dashed down the steep Via Dante at dull speed, bearing 
the three Ceri in rapid succession round the town. The 
first halt is made close to the public gardens, near the 
little River Metauro, that same stream which witnessed 
the great defeat of Hasdrubal centuries ago, where the 
“first captain,” a rather comic figure on horseback in 
a cocked hat and red plume, made his appearance, and 
assumed charge of the procession. A second halt was 
made at the Piazza della Signoria, in front of the vener- 
able Palace of the Consuls, where in due course the 
“first captain,” followed by its trumpeter, arrived and 
rode round the square, beckoning with his drawn sword to 
make way for the Ceri. All the time the great bell of the 
palace is tolling; the crowd grows more and more ani- 
mated; the culminating moment has come. The signal 
is once more given; the bearers of the Ceri rush wildly 
thrice round the square, while bystanders lend a willing 
shoulder and relieve the official ceraioli. Then out of 
the square the procession rushes up the hill to the gate 
of 8S. Ubaldo, which leads through the tvy-clad walls on 
to the hillside. At the gate a third and final halt is 
made, and the bearers rest a few minutes before the 
most exhausting portion of their task. Then off they 
start; the Ceri are lowered so as to pass through the 
gateway, and soon S. UWhbaldo’s yellow cope and St. 
George's blue cloak, followed by black 
habit, may be descried speeding up the steep serpentines 
of Monte Ingino. I timed the ascent from the gate to 
the Monastery of 8. Ubaldo at the top—a forty-five-min- 
utes’ walk—and found that the active ceraioli accom- 
plished the distance In nineteen minutes, no inconsid- 
erable feat when it is remembered that each of the Ceri 
weighs some 12 cwt. Arrived at the top, 8. Ubaldo is 
first admitted, gyrates three times round the court, his 
image is then carried into the church, the others then 
follow, and the procession is at an end. The Ceri re- 
main in the mountain monastery till they are required 
for another year, while the three statues are carried 
down in litters and placed in the church of the Masons’ 
Guild, that same building where is the tombstone of S. 
Francis’s famous “Wolf of Gubbio.” 

Such ts the festival of the Ceri. To students of folk- 
lore must be left the task of discovering its origin. Mr. 
Herbert Bower thinks that it is connected with our old 
English Maypole and Jack-in-the-Green: he sees in it a 
survial of tree worship. Others refer its origin to the 
worship of Ceres: while others again see in the Cero a 
war chariot or ensign such as the famous Carroccio of 
Milan. According to this theory the Ceri represent the 
trophies captured by the Eugubini from their neighbors 
during one of their medieval wars, perhaps that of 1154, 
when 8S. Ubaldo saved his beloved city from a league of 
eleven surrounding cities. Another explanation is that 
the festival consisted originally of offerings of candles 
or wax to the patron saint: while the learned are 
tempted to see in an obscure passage of the Eugublan 
Tables, which alludes to a lustration of the flelds round 
Gubbio, the germ of the procession. But, whatever be 
its origin, the festival is certainly one of the most cu- 
rious in Italy. So far it has been quite unspoiled, and 
the visitor may here witness a genuinel¢ medieval cere- 
mony in a perfect medieval setting, admirably executed 
by a most hospitable and attractive people.

STILL PERMITTED TO Do BULK OF 
MANUAL LABOR IN BELGIUM.

OCIETIES for the advancement of womanhood 


Today the land of’ King Leopold is perhaps fur- 
ther behind the times in its treatment of the gentler sex 
than any other country of Europe. 

Here woman still does the manual labor of the land 
as she once did it all over the world. The voice of prog- 


where else, has not yet sounded for the woman of the 
little strip of land 173 miles by 112 that rejoices in the 
name of kingdom. 

* The Belgian woman is the nation’s ¢armer, miner, 


laborer and mechanic. She toils from dawn till sunset 
at the heaviest kind of work, and none pities or makes 
an appeal for her. 

The little country, of whose existence she is the cor- 


Centuries of habit have made man regard the Beigian 
woman as a natural wage earner. If he is industrious 
he works in the factory, while she goes out and raises 
the farm produce that is eaten on his table, and when 
there is a surplus, sold. 

Young women and old think nothing of working a 
twelve-hour day in the fields, where wheat, barley, rye, 
oats, hemp, flax, hops, dye plants and chicory are pre- 
pared for the markets. 

In the hundreds of acres devoted to vineyards, where 
is produced a fair, but not famous wine, it is women 
who do the bulk of the work, and the gourmand who 
wine with a Belgian label has woman 
to thank for his enjoyment.

Brevity is the soul of wit is exemplified In many popu- 
lar sayings. Wit is by no means an inevitable ingre- 
dient in proverbs. Many of them are of doubtful sense. 

The 
definition of proverbs by Howell as “Sayings which 
combine sense. shortness and salt,” Is in the main true 
Though truth may be altogether absent and wit barely 
perceptible. yet there must be a certain “salt,” which 
gives life and savor to the saying. 

It would be difficult to find sayings more telling than 
some of the shortest—such, for instance, as “Fore- 
warned, forearmed,” “Extremes meet,” or the ancient 
“Inter malleum et incudem” (Between the hammer and 
the anvil.) Many sayings which in English are short 
were briefer still in their original classical dorm. 

That the soul of wit was exemplified most strikingly 
among the Greeks is only what we should expect. It is 
curious to remember that our word “laconic” preserves 
the memory of the reputation for conciseness of speech 
borne by the people of one part of Greece—the Lacon- 
lans or Spartans. When Philip of Macedon threatened 
them, “If | enter Laconia I will level your city to the 
dust,” they made the famous reply, “If.”

\ ARIS, June 3, 1907.—When in July the King of

Thirty Miles an Hour. 


Each of these great airships consumes thirty pounds | 
of automobile essence and 132 pounds of sand ballast, to 
give an average speed of twenty-two miles an hour, 
which can be pushed to thirty miles an hour through | 
the air. In still air, they make these speeds over 
ground. Going with a wind of, say, ten miles per hour, | 
they will cover from thirty-two miles to forty miles of | 
ground. Going against a wind of ten miles per hour, 
they will cover only from twelve to twenty miles of | 
ground.

CIENT ITALIAN STRUCTURE. t

| HE Cathedral of Orvieto is a magnificent example 
| of the Italian Gothic, and is one of the most 
| interesting cathedrals of Italy. It is superbly situ- 


ated on an isolated tufa rock, a hill fortified with won- 
derful walls by the Etruscans untold centuries ago, 
and further strengthened in the middle ages, becoming 
in course of time a fortress of the Guelphs, and a refuge 
for the Popes, requiring such protection from their 
enemies. The tourist of today ascends easily from the 
station in the valley by means of a funicula: railway. 
He finds himself in a quaint old town of narrow streets 
and squalid homes, the usual lack >f cleanliness in the 
interiors, and the usua! smiling countenances that make 
the Italian peasants so charming when they are not 
professoinals, i.e., beggars. 


And, oh, the nuisance that the beggars can be to 
the art student!

workmen sent to Rome for materials retired to Albano 
and Castle Gandolfo, from which workshops they 
brought the marble at immense expense, by means of 
buffaloes as dar as the Tiber, thence by water to Orte, 
and further by road to Orvieto. And by what means 
even buffalo were induced to drag such weights up the 
steep rockside (an amazing feat) is today a mystery. 
It is noteworthy of the devotion of the church and 
of workmen and artists, that such an ambitious building 
should have been erected on a spot so impossible as 
this of Orvieto. 

The building was finished about A.D., 1321. Then 
began the work of adorning the facade with mosaic, The 
first workmen in this art came from Spoleto, their 
chief master being Cosmati Romani. They found t 
necessary to make a furnace in Orvieto for the manu- 
facture of their various colored: glass and gilding, 
which gives such brilliancy to their mosaic, and ii «4 
interesting to know that these great artists constructed 
their part of the work on the spot. 

The sculptures were in the hands of the Pisan and 
Sienese schools. Nicola Pisano and Ramo di Paganeilo 
were the heads of the Loggia. There was a house clom 
to the cathedral, where architects, painters and sculp- 


tors met to present to their masters their models and 


designs for decoration and when once accepted these 
artists were expected to remain and see that the work 
for which they were responsible was properly executed. 
Every art had its head, and over all presided this

tor. One Arnolfo da Firenze merited a place among 
the first masters, the most celebrated scholar of Niccola 
da Pisa, whose statues adorn the facade. How much, 
one may ask, were the artists of that day paid for 
their labors? The head sculptors received little more 
than six soldi (cents) per day and the workmen two 
Perhaps this was considered good pay at the 
time, since there could have been no lack of money, 
the offerings and collections for the building being 
immense. 


In 1551 A.D., a bronze foundry was built in Orvieto 
for the casting of the bronze statues of the facade. 
Then the interior must be decorated, and in 1447 Fra 
“Angelico, at that time at work in Rome, painting the 
chapel for the pope, was engaged to work in the 
Duomo at Orvieto. Wages by this time (nearly a cen- 
tury later) appear to have risen, for he received 200 
ducats of gold a year dor his expenses and seven ducats 
per month for his assistant and two for a young man 
servant. But his work was interrupted, and he only

later Luca Signorelli, comtenting himself with very 


' moderate wages—180 ducats, besides his living and

Never could contrast be greater in style than that 
of the gentile Fra Angelico, with his series of heads of 


prophets, and the virile work of Signorelli, the fore- 


runner of Michael Angelo, whose “Last Judgment” 
might have been suggested by these pictures of Sig- 
norelli. 

But it is well for the tourist who contemplates going 
to see any cathedral which may be said to be a little 
off the beaten track to prepare himself for this even 
by study of the subject in some large center. Thus 
in Rome at the fine Library of Art, in the Accademia 
S. Luca had we found a work which dealt with the 
history and the building of the Cathedral! of Orvieto, 
and thus when tired of gazing at the pictures in the 
chapel we bent ourselves to the study of the bones 
of the building, the manner in which it grew upon 
this barren rock, in what was then a wilderness remote 
from the Eternal City. “ 

And here at once we are confronted with a miracle; 
the miracle of Bolsena. Bolsena is a town some twelve 
miles distant from Orvieto, built below the site of the 
ancient Volsinii, one of the twelve capitals of the 
Etruscan League. Here in the year 1263 a Bohemian 
priest somewhat skeptical as to the doctrine of trans- 
substantiation was convinced of his -error by the 
miraculous appearance of drops of blood on the host 
which he had just consecrated. 
this Pope Urban IV instituted the festival of Corpus 
Domini in 1264, and ordered the erection of the superb 
Cathedral of Orvieto.

We were returning from 
Bolseno across the beauti€ui tufa ridges, till at length 
the lake, dazzling in sunbeams, was shut out by rocky 
hilltops. We passed on over a road which appeared 
set in poppies and sunflowers and ablaze with yellow 
broom, while a carpet of wild thyme breathed its pér- 
fume on the evening air, rivaling the wild roses and 
honeysuckle, both most luxuriant and most fragrant. 


At the crest of the ridge, what a view! Between nus 
and the isolated tufa peak on which Orvieto stands 
lay a valley of olive and vineyards watered by the little 
river Pegalia (tributary to the Tiber) and in the hol- 
low between the hilis nestied a monastery in the heart 
of the vines. The setting sun caught Orvieto in strong 
relief, and the luminous glow invested the mosaics of 
thé cathedral in an atmosphere of flame. In superb 
brilliancy the figures of the saints stood out, dignified. 
gorgeous as a dream. Then, not till then, did we 
realize the full greatness of the conception of the old 
masters, or rather the master of masters, when he 
ruled for the upper part of the facade to be wrough: in 
mosaic, of color and gold.
